GROWING DIAMONDS. . 


Thie Process 18 “Scientific, but Not 
Alarmingly Satisfactory. 
_Dr. W. von Bolton has been trying 
to grow diamonds. At a recent con- 
gress of the German Bunsen soctety he 
described the decomppsition of illumt- 
nating gas under the action of sodium | 
amaigam, which precipitated the car- 
bon in tho form of black coal and, it 
seemed, of diamonds, but these were in 
too small quantity to permit of analy- 
sis. Dr. von Bolton determined to ob- 
tain a greater quantity by making dia- 
monds grow on some other substance. 
The Scientific American ‘says te 
placed. fifty grams of 14 per cent. so- 
dium amaigam in o long testing tube 
ang coated the upper layer with a 
aijuted water glass solution, over. 
which he spread amorphous diamond 
powder.. The tube was kept at a tem- 
perature of 100 degrees centigrade in 
a water bath, after which a slow cur- 
rent of moistened illuminating gas was 
introduced. The amalgam was ullowed 
to give off its mercury vapor for one 
month, when very little black carbon 
hired been separated, but on the layer 
-_|eovered with diamond powder. many 
pariicles of high brilllancy were found. 
The contents of the tube were boiled 
fn a platinum crucible with a mixture 
of ftuoric and sulphuric acids. The 
micrescope . revealed that the amor- 
phous powder had been converted ‘nto 
brilliant crystals, true, diamonds, still 
too sinal!, however, to allow of analy- 
ois. :

The intimation of the Hnglish suf- 
fragettes that they may come to Can- 
ada and inaugurate here practices sim- 
ilar to those that in the Old Country 
have annoyed their opponents without 
furthering their own cause, has evi- 
dently led our Federal Government to 
consider the proposed invasion, judg- 
ing from the reports from -Ottawa, an- 
.nouncing that the suffragettes will be 
barred out as undesirables. 

The immigration laws as well as‘the 
public domain, fall within the juris- 
diction of the Department of the In- 
térior, and it, therefore will be the 
officers of this Department who will 
have. to stand on the wharves of our 
‘Atlantic ports and along our southern 
frontier and turn back the militant 
advocates of “votes for women.” 
Possibly a suffragette with a record 
—one who has rendered the cause dis- 
tinguished service by smashing win- 
dows or attempting’ arson, who has 
been in courts :and possibly in prison 
who.has suffered martyrdom by 
sing to eat—possibly such a per- 
son-might be-held: to come within-the 
meaning of the term ‘undesirable,’ but 
before being absolutely certain upon 
that point it would be well to wait 
and hear what tle courts have to
